It is pointed out that aside from the writ- 
ten correspondence to which Lord Salisbury 
had called attention, there were verbal ne- 
gotiations between Ambassador Hay ana 
his lordship, in which specific - reference 
was made to the participation of Russia 
and Japan. At one of these verbal ex- 
changes, it is stated, Lord Salisbury said 
he would advise with the officials for the 
foreign office concerning the subjects dis- 
which ineluded the  part’cipation 
of Russia and Japan. Subsequently, on 
July 25th, Ambassador Hay wrote to Lora 
Salisbury saying the president hoped to 
have Russia and Japan participate in the 
conference. In view of these circumstances, 
the United States had confidently expected 
that Great Britain would take part in the 
conference and that Russia and Japan 
would be represented with the approval of 
Great Britain. 

Salisbury’s Terms Are Accepted. 

Besices the foregoing reply and in view 
of the differences which have arisen, the 
State department suggests a conference in 
accordance with the terms of Lord Salis- 
bury’s agreement as he construes it, name- 
ly, between experts of Great Britain, tne 
United States and Canada. 

This last feature igs now under consider- 
ation by the British government, its syh- 
Stance having been transmitted by cable, 
but it ‘s not expected answer wil] be made 
until Mr. Sherman’s answer in detail 
reaches London. 

In the meantime preparations for the con- 
ference between the United States, Russia 
and Japan are proceeding. The Japanese 
delegates, who are now en route from San 
Francisco, have decided to stop over for 
two days at Chicago and will not reach 
Washington until next Sunday night. Two 
of the Russian delegates, Mr. Botkine and 
Mr. Routkowsky, are here and the remain- 
ing delegate, Mr. Grebnizsy, is expected 
soon, 

While no exact date has been fixed for 
the conference, the expectation is that all 
the delegates will be here in time to meet 
Wednesday, October 20th.

The cases are not multiplying in 
the. original infected district and where 
there were thirty-nine yellow flags out in 
that district two weeks ago, there are now 
but four, and these will be removed by the 
end of the week. The fever is making 
xreatest progress along the center of the 
residence portion of the city in the Broad 
street and the Spring Hill avenue districts, 
but it is still not at the ratio noted at the 
beginning of the outbreak, while the viru- 
lence of the disease has not notably in- 
creased. 

The relief work is well organized, the 
money received keeps pace with the de- 
mands Of the poor for assistance.

Houston, a comely country widow, was 
found murdered ten or twelve miles from 
here. Her skull had been crushed by a 
rock, which was found beside her body.

She had been on her way to a 
store and was carrying a bucket in which

No one could be found who had seen her 
alive after she left her home to go to the 
store, She had not been robbed, for she 
had all the money which she had when 
she started to the store. She had no 
bruises or marks of violence on her body 
except on her head. There had been no 
other crime than murder committed. There 
Was no clew to her slayer. Not even the 
motive was clear. If the murderer had 
come from the clouds and descended to 
the depths of the earth his identity could 
not have been more completely hidden. 

The county officers of Whitfield investi- 
gated the crime but could find no evidence 
against any one and it was set down as a 
mystery which might never be soived. 

But murder wili out—some time. 

Yesterday a young negro named Henry 
Yarbrough was brought into the courtroom 
to stand trial on a charge of assault with 
intent to murder. Yarbrough said there 
was one witness to the alleged assault 
and that witness he believed was over in 
Murray county. The prisoner was given 
time to send for his witness and he him- 
self was sent back to jail. The state’s wit- 
nesses are here and one or two of them 
have repeated what they say was a con- 
fession made by Yarbrough of the murder 
of Mrs. Houston. According to this con- 
fession, as it is repeated, the negro said 
that on the day of the murder he was g0- 
ing from the, place where he was employed 
over to a stillhouse to get some whisky. 
On the way he met Mrs. Houston, whom 
he knew. It was in a secluded spot and 
he made a proposal to her which frightened 
her so that she could scarcely move or 
speak. But she knew Yafbrough and ap- 
pealed to him to go away and not harm 
her. She pleaded with the eloquence of 
terror for her honor, and even the brute 
was so moved that he turned and walked 
away. |

It flashed into Yarbrough’s mind that 
she would tell her experience and that a 
posse would pursue him, perhaps capture 
him and kill him. He’ felt that he must 
prevent her from telling of the meeting. 
It was his life or hers. , 

Yarbrough decided this in a-* moment. 
Wheeling, he started after the poor wo- 
man. She did not him until he was 
almost upon her. As she looked back over 
her shoulder the fiend hurled a heavy stone 
at her. It struck and felled her. Yar- 
brough leaped upon hs victim and with 
the stone brutally completed the murder. 

Then he threw the body into the bushes 
and went on to the still. Yarbrough was 
never even suspected and never would 
have been had he not tatked. Some months 
later, when the excitement over the mur- 
der had died out, the negro confessed it to 
some negroes with whom he was then 
living. They kept it a secret for some 
months, but it gradually leaked out and 
this week has been related to Solicitor 
General Maddox. Officers have been sent 
after the negroes to whom Yarbrough con- 
fessed.. When they are brought in the case 
will be presented to the grand jury. It has 
been learned that Yarbrough was working 
in the neighbcrrocd where the murder 
was committed at the time Mrs. Houston 
was killed. As the matter stands today 
Yarbrough appears to be the guilty man, 
and the law may yet avenge the crime 
which so shocked the county two years 
ago. 

The mountaineers above Gordon Springs 
caught a tramp printer named Tom 
Hagerty the day after the murder and had 
picked out a limb on which to lynch h'm, 
when Sheriff Johnson and Editor Frank 
Reynolds identified him and got him off. 
He was tramping through the country, and 
being a stranger,’ was presumed to be 
guilty.

Alabama Health Officer Confirms Yel- 
low Fever Report. 

Selma, Ala., QOrtober 12.—(Special.)—Dr. 
Sanders, state Heklth officer, who was call- 
ed to Wagar Yyesterday, returned on a Spe- 
cial: train this morning. He did not stop, 
but sent the following letter to the county 
health officer. 

“T found yellow fever at Wagar. It had 
been there for several weeks and is tracea- 
ble to Mobile. A number of persons have 
been affected, perhaps fifteen or twenty. 
The attacks have been light, so that a doc- 
tor was not called until quite recenily. 
Dr. Chapman, of Jackson, was called Fri- 
day or Saturday and very soon became 
apprehensive. The patient whom I[ saw 
is one of the proprietors of the milis there 
and is very critically ill. In fact I thought 
there was very little chance for his recov- 
ery, his kidney having apparently ceased 
to secrete... Dr. Chapman spoke of having 
seen seven\or eight cases since he was 
first called, he having remained there all 
the time since that time. ’

Wagar is a lumber town 108 miles south 
of Selma and 55 miles north of Mobile. It 
is now known that fever has existed there 
for at least three weeks and that no less 
than twenty cases exist or have existed. 
Selma’s quarantine dead line wag the Tom- 
bigbee river, six miles this side of Wagar, 
consequently there is no danger of infec- 
tion here and no uneasiness is felt. Dr. 
McKinnon, president of the county board 
of health, and several members oof the 
board left this morning on a special train 
to inspect and strengthen the quarantine. 
It was decided by the board during their 
absence to quarantine against Jackson, 
seven miles north of Wagar, and the party 
was telegraphed that if they went to Jack- 
son they could not return. 

The infected point is in the heart of the 
pine region and considerable sufprise is ex- 
pressed at the spread of the disease, where 
the locality, it is thought, accounts for the 
extreme mildness of the disease.

Arwood has been riding his bicycle all 
over Dalt6On and made no attempt to con- 
ceal it. He rode it during the day as well 
as by night. He knew Bohannon well and 
knew that the robber had not acquired it 
honestly. Sentence was deferred in Ar- 
wood’s case, too. 

Three more’ indictments were called 
against Bohannon, Ben Pearce, Jim Harris, 
Tom. Kinneman, Sam Painter, Luke White 
and Ed Morris were jointly indicted with 
him in one or the other of these cases. 

Every one of them came up and plead 
guilty. Those who could write their names 
did so. Pearce had to touch the pen and 
make his mark. 

They were a precious lot of rascals, ard 
locked it. Not one of them showed remorse 
today. ‘rhey knew the penitentiary’s doors 
were open, and that it was cnly a matter 
of a tew days before they would walkin. 
They knew that they ought to have long 
terms, hut they hoped that by pleading 
guilty justice would temper their sentences. 

Luke White was the simple-minded mem- 
ber of the band. He reminded me of our 
old young friend Tony Lumpkin in “Sho 
Stoops to Conquer.’’ This may be unkind 
to Tony, but as for Luke, he doesn’t know 
end wculdn’t care if he did. 

Luke is a coward as well as knave. Ha 
is the one the others ran off. They feared 
he might confess, so one of them threw 
a sheepskin over his head, and, with tho 
others following; gave chase to White 
one night and frightened him so badly that 
he fled from the state. 

Giddings Ready for Trial. 

Anderson Giddings is a small country 
merchant, who lives between Tunne] Hill 
and Ringgold. He is under indictment for 
buying three rolls of wool alleged to have 
been stolen on November 14, 1895, by Wal- 
ter Bohannon from a Scuthern railway 

car. The indictment charges that the 
wool was sold to Giddings on the day it 
was stolen. What Bohannon got for it is 
not stated, but it was valued at 530. 

Giddings is represented by Messrs. W. 
E. Mann, of Ringgold, and George W. 
Head, of Tunnel Hill, Counsel for Gid- 
dings announccd ready for trial when his 
ease was called. His trial would have 
proceeded had not John Bender come into 
court at that moment. 

Alderman Bender on Trial. 

John Bender is one of Dalton's coun- 
cilmen. He was a merchant in north Dal- 
ton until a few months ago, when he was 
buerred out. He nas been indicted for re- 
ceiving stolen goods from Bohannon’s 
band. 

When the officers went to arrest Coun. 
cilman Bender last Wednesday night, the 
whole Bender family rallied to the defend- 
ant’s aid. A hot free-for-all fight followed. 
Deputy Sheriff <eith was smashed in the 
face, and one of Bender’s brothers carries 
on his forehead a rei mark which wis 
made by a club or pistol. The Benders 
were subdued and the councilman was 
taken down town that night. He gave 
bond and was released. 

The state looked for a hard fight in the 
case, and it is not being disappointed. 
Sender was not in court when his ease 
was called, and his bond was forfeited, 
but he came in direct!y, and the forfeit- 
ure was waived. Judge Fite ordered the 
decks cleared for action. Bender answered 
that he would be represented by Colonel 
McCamy and 8S: M. Julian, Colonel Tom 
Jones. Messrs, Matin and George Glenn. The 
defendant’s tawyers began to spar for 
time and consultation. The significance 
of this to the other lawyers was thai 
perhaps the financial part of the transac- 
tion had not been satisfactorily arranged.

Four Black Criminals Are Charged 
with Murder. 


HARDAWAY KILLING RECALLED 


An Assault in Which the Porter Was 
: Slain. 


DESPERADOES RETURN THREE DAYS LATER 


Four Men Arrested Who Are Believed 
To Be the Guilty Parties—Trial 
Begins Before Judge Spence. 


Albany, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)—The 
case of the state against the negroes 
charged with murdering the negro porter 
in the store of Mr. F. F. Putney, at Harda- 
way, in this county, in their effort to com- 
mit a robbery last April, was reached in 
the superior court of Dougherty county 
this afternoon. 

Promptly at 3:30 o’clock p. m., Judge 
Spence called the case. Solicitor General 
W. E. Wooten, for the prosecution, and 
Attorney J. Q. Wallace, for the defense. 

There are four persons implicated, all 
being charged with murder, but they are 
being tried by pairs. The first now 
pending being against John Bishop, 
Peter Williams, an’ Joe Wilscn, 
Sip Wilson. 

Testimony Begins. 

The first witness introduced for the state 
was Mr. Julian Forester, who was at the 
time of tne killing working in Mr. Put- 
ney’s store. He testified as to the killing, 
and the boldness of the negro Fie'ds in 
committing the deed, and told of the scene 
produced, as wel as about the return of the 
highwaymen on the Friday night following 
this Tuesday night of the first killing, 
when one of the band was shot and killed 
in the store, but he could not identify tne 
defendants as being the men who did the 
work. 

Mr. Jonathan Williams, who lives in Lee 
county, fourteen miles from Albany, north, 
swore as a witness for the state, that these 
two negroes were at his place, twenty-four 
miles from Hardaway, the next morning 
after the killing about 6 o'clock, and that 
they stated to him that they had been at 
work near Hardaway. On being asked, 
“What was their appearance as to being 
tirea or fresh,’’ he replied: ‘“‘Well, they 
laid around there all day and did not work, 
and my hands told me that they slept an 
hour down at my still before coming to the 
house.”

Identifies the Man. 

Then followel the interesting testimony 
of Tom Wood, a negro living near Harda- 
way, who swore that he met the defend- 
ant Bishop and the man killed, going t6- 
ward Hardaway on Friday evening, be- 
tween sundown and dark, and that the 
killing took place about 8&8 o’c!ock of that 
night.

The case was opened with 8S. L. Pender- 
grass on the stand to testify in behalt 
of the defendant.

I 
never saw him take a drink or opium, of 
under the influence of either» D® 4Poore 
was very active as a member of the com- 
mittee on reception at the district meet- 
ing held the week before his death at the

rain showers, and Dr. Posere may have 
been exposed.” 

Mrs. Evans, the next witness, lives five 
miles out of town. Dr. Poore made a visit 
to her husband seven years ago, on which 
yisit Dr. Poore was intoxicated, she said. 

The star witness of the morning session 
was S. FE. Rhodes, who was in the bedroom 
of Dr..Poore the evenirg before his death. 
Dr. Poore was in very great pain, and 
plainly showed his intense suffering. Poore 
said that if the pain lasted he w6uld be 
a dead man befcre th: following morning. 
He swore thet Detective Gary, an employee 
ef the insurance company, offered him 
money if he would sign an affidavit, which 
was later shown in court. 

At this point Attorney Felker made ob- 
jection to Colonel Dourlas’s -naking faces 
at the witnes3, when Colone] Douglas fa- 
cetiously replied: 

“Unfortunately, I did not have the mak- 
ing of myself. Speaking plainly, I am 
ugly, and caa’t help making faces.” 

The witness had made statements to de- 
fendant’s counsel which he «cfused to swear 
on the stand, and an effort was made to 
impeach his testimony. 

gS. P. Lanier said that Dr. Poore was for 
a short time his family physician, and that 
on his visit to his home in 18& or 1890 Dr. 
Poore was intoxicated. 

Dr. James L. Long swore that in a con- 
versation held in May, 1895, Dr. Poore asked 
him if any insurance company had employ- 
ed him as medicai examiner, saying, ‘“‘— 
if I wont get even with them.’’ Dr. Poore 
appeared under the influence of opium or 
other nurcotic. The witness’s character 
was sought to be impeached by plaintiff's 
attorney. The witness swore that several 
indictments had been found against him 
for selling whisky illegally, and@ that he had 
been convicted in one case. 

At the afternoon session D. R. Hester 
swore that Dr. Poore attended Mrs. Holmes, 
of Monroe, @uring her last sickness, and 
that on one occasion he was asked by a 
member of the family to take Dr. Poore 
home, as Poore was acting wildly, and 
there was something the matter with him. 
He had never seen Poore take a drank be- 
fore or since, or under the influence of whis- 
ky or opium. 

Pat Whitley, the next witness, had called 
Dr. Poore to attend his son, whose leg was 
broken. Poore seemed to be drinking. 
This was some years ago. With the excep- 
tion of sOme slight pain, caused by a band- 
age being wound too tight, the work was 
entirely satisfactory. 

R. A. Preston swore that he had taken 
one drink with Dr. Poore in November, 18£2, 
in Dr. Poore’s office. On the cross Preston 
SwWore that at one time he was indicted for 
larceny from the house. 

R. 'M. Cox, an attorney at Monroe, and 
one of the counsel for the defendant com- 
pany in this case, swore that in 1893 he was 
agent for the defendant company and had 
Dr. Poore appointed examining physician, 
the policy in litigation being written 
through him (Cox). 

On hearing of the death of Poore, he 
went to Poore’s room about 8 o’clock Sun- 
day morning. A note was found in Poore’s 
handwriting, the Superscription “Read and 
Consider,” of which the substance is as fol- 
lows:

D. Vandyke & ‘Co., which was de- 
stroyed. 
Fires in Rapid Succession. 

After it was seen that so much havoc 
was being played the city authorities de- 
ciced to order men to work on the case and 
evcry effort has been made to ferret out 
the mystery. The fires mentioned above 
are only the most important, as many 
others occurred about which there was 
equally as much mystery and suspicion. 
In the meantime the efforts of the detec- 
tives to find a clew as to the identity of 
the guilty parties or party had not been 
fruitless, and when another suspicious fire 
was started at the penitentiary warehouse 
last Saturday night they already had this 
man spotted, but had not closed down on 
him, as their evidence was not of such 
a character as they thought would be con- 
victing. The last fire was the third one 
that had occurred that night, and the offi- 
cers believed that each one was the work 
of one and the same incendiary. The man 
of whom they had been suspicious was 
always present at the fires and would make 
such a big pretense toward helping the 
firemen as to arouse suspicion in the minds 
of all who were aware of the facts known 
to the officers. Before the firemen had ex- 
tinguished this last blaze their man was 
seen to sneak away from the working 
firemen and move toward another part ot 
the warehouse, not knowing that he haa 
not been out of the sight of a detective for 
a week. He was closely shadowed, bur 
managed unknowingly to lose the officer in 
the dark building. However a small blaze 
in a bale of cotton that he had just pass- 
ed assured the officer that he was after 
the right man. The officer being satisfied 
with this last proof of guilt, turned his 
attention to the burning cotton and let his 
man go, feeling sure that he had no sus- 
picion that he was suspected of being ua 
firebug. 

This evidence, with much other of the 
same nature, was given to the grand jury 
yesterday, the result being the true bih 
against George Hallett, who was no other 
than the man upon whose movements the 
detectives have had their eyes for some 
time. 

Hallett is well connected here, and al}- 
though kncewn to be a man of many ec- 
centricities, has always berne a fairly good 
reputation. He is now languishing behind 
the bars of the Floyd county jail and will 
have nothing to say concerning the charges 
against him. He is the agent here for a 
patent fire extinguisher.

Bohannon Testifies. 


Walter Bohannon came on next. He ac- 
knowledged that he robbed the Southern 
railway of twenty-five caddies of tobacco 
and some cases of trousers on December 
13, 1896. Some of the tobacco was hid in 
Anthony Cook's barn. 

“T sold 200 pounds of that tobacco to 
John Bender for 17% cents a pound and 
he paid me for it. The retail price of that 
tobacco was 40 cents a pound.” 

3ohannon did not deliver the tobacco per- 
sonally, but ordered it to be delivered in 
Bender’s barn. Whether it was ever deliv- 
ered or not, he could not say of his own 
knowledge, but Bender told him that it 
was delivered and paid him for it. The 
payment was made in Bender's store. He 
got $35. 

Colonel Jones asked Bohannon if he would 
believe Jim Harris under oath. The chief 
smiled and said he would. He was asked 
what Harris's reputation was, good or bad? 
Bohannon answered: “It’s pretty bad.” 

Bohannon was asked if Mr. Bender, fa- 
ther of the defendant, had not refused to 
go on his bond. The witness replied that 
he had asked the elder Bender to go on his 
bond and the latter replied that it was 
against his principles. He never went on 
anybody's bond. 

“Didn't you tell him that you never had 
any transaction with his son John?’’ Colo- 
nel Jones asked. 

“No, sir, but I told him he would have to 
go on somebody’s bond before this thing 
was over.” 

Bohannon was a damaging witness for 
the defense ‘: the jurors believe him. 


The Drayman on the Stand. 


Anthony Cook, a negro drayman who 
often hauled goods for the robbers, swore 
that he carri:i some sacks to Mr. Bender's 
barn the latter part of last year. Bohan- 
non told him where to get the sacks and 
where to deliver them. The sacks con- 
tained boxes of some kind. He thought 
there were three or four sacks and tley 
contained bexes of some kind. 
that they we'ghed fcrty pounds apiece. 
The witness thought he got the sacks from 
Bohannon’s house. He did not know what 
was in the boxes. 

Bohannon left tobacco and other things 
in Cook’s stable several times. The wit- 
ness received money for the hauling which 
he did. He never received anything for 
storing the goods. 

This had been going on two Or three 
years. Cook denied that he had ever taken 

is wagon up the railroad to haul the stol- 
en articles away. . 

Solicitor General Maddox asked Cook if 
he was under bond and the witness admit- 
ted that he was. Mr. John L. Bender, the 
defendant's father, is on his bond. 

Driver Kettles Testifies. 

Will Kettles, a driver for John Bender 
when the latter was in business, testified 
that he went to his employer’s barn in No- 
vember or December, 1896, and got twenty 
boxes of tobacco. He was sent by the de- 
fendant. Once, he remembered, the tobac- 
co was taken out and put on the shelves 
and counters in Bender’s store. The wit- 
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hauled the tobacco in daylight. This 


tobacco was in sacks. No one could tell 
what was in the sacks by merely looking 
into the wagon. The tobacco was still in 
the sacks when it was carried into Bender’s 
store. 

Kinney Howell testified that he had 
found several caddies of tobacco along the 
Southern railway’s tracks about the mid- 
die of December, 1896. He delivered them 
to a representative of the rallroad. 

The state rested here. 

Colonel Jones announced to the jury that 
the defense expected to show that about 
the time alleged in this indictment John 
Bender bought some caddies of Schapps to- 
bacco from Joe Cumley, who kept a small] 
store in town. 

Judge Vogle, the ordinary of Whitfield, 
was called by the defense. He said that 
John Bender’s character was good. He 
would believe Walter Bohannon or Jim 
Harris under oath. 

Rev. Clayton Quillian, of Calhoun, con- 
sidered Jonn Bender’s character was good. 
Solicitor Maddox asked if some times a 
man may not live in a community for yeara 
and enjoy a good character and then all 
@t once something may happen to ruin it. 
‘The witness admitted that this might be 
true. 

Captain A. P. Roberts considered Bender’s 
character for honesty and integrity to be 
good. He has heard Bender’s character dis- 
cussed recently. One thing which he had 
heard was a report that Bender had get 
lire to his own heuse. 

Judge Norton, John Felker and W. H. 
Kirk testified in favor of the defendant's 
character. 


A Brother’s Testimony. 


Will Bender, a brother of John, swore 
that John had been in business here and 
failed. Some time last year his brother had 
borrowed $22 from him, saying that he 
wanted to buy some goods from Cumley and 
did not have money enough. 

Lew.s Bender wus asked if he was John 
Bender's father. 

“My wife says 1 am,” the witness answer- 
ed, and a laugh'ran round the room at the 
coarse answer. 

The father was questioned about Joe and 
John Cumley. He said that he had known 
them, but did not know where they were, 

The Councilman’s Statement. 

“Joe Cumley came to me last October and 
offered me 100 pounds of tobacco at W cents 
a pound. He said that he had worked for 
his brother John, who had failed, and had 
taken 100 pounds of tobacco in payment. 
I bought it and he asked me to let him 
deliver ict at my barn and I consented. 

“I did not know that it.was stolen 
was stolen. | supposed that it had me 
from his bother’s store. That's the truth 
about, and ail the truth about, it.’’ 

ihis ciosed the testimony and the lawyers 
began their arguments at 4 o'clock. Colonel} 
Jesse Gienn opened briefly for the state. 

He 
argued that the state had not shown that 
John Bender knew the tobacco was stolen 
if he did really buy it from Walter Bonan- 
non. The evidence on which the estate de- 
pended was given by two confessed thieves— 
Jim Harris and Bohannon.

Not 
these co-ordinate branches has the right 
to encroach upon or usurp the powers 
or prerogatives of the other.” 

Judge Murray F. Tuley, chief justice 
of the appellate court of Illinois, goes 
still further in his criticism of this 
new brand of government. The fo lowing 
from his reply to The Times-Herald is 
iiiuminating as well as emphatic: 

When courts undertake to labor 
disputes by the use of the writ of injune- 
tion they are acting without jurisdiction. 
To use the writ of injunction to di 
or prevent an unlawful assemblage, or to 
patrol a public highway with armed 
deputy marshals, is a usurpation of power 
by the courts. When “labor disputes’’ en- 
danger the render the 
destruction of property imminent, no good 
citizen can object to the executive branch 
of the government using its “iron hand” 
to prevent either, but no amount of legal 
quibbling will satisfy the people that the 
writs of injunction of the federal courts 
in the coal strike have not been issucd and 
used for the purposes and above 
stated. 

Such use of the writ of 
courts is judicial tyranny, 
not only the right of trial by jury, but all 
the rights and liberties of-the citizen. I 
venture to predict that unless this usurpa- 
tion of power by the courts is promptly 
checked we shal! within a few years 
elections—and a presidential ‘one perhaps— 
carried by a court's writ of injunction 
backed by armed ‘“‘deputies’’ or federal 
soldiers. 

If congress 
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power it shouid 
promptly put an end to “‘government by in- 
junction” by defining and limiting the 
power of the federal courts in the use of 
the writ. 

In short, the new method of govern- 
ment by injunction steps in and assumes 
executive power. It does away with gov- 
ernors of states and with the peace ofifi- 
cers of the states and brings inits deputy 
marshals, to be supplemented by federai 
bayonets. Such usurpation as this is fa- 
tal to good government—fatal indeed to 
all government except that which is 
maintained by brute force. 

The special wrong that has already 
been done in this country by the as- 
sumption of this questionable jurisdic- 
tion by a few federal judges is to leave 
the impression on the public mind that 
the judiciary can be overawed and infinu- 
enced into minimizing the rights of in- 
dividual citizens. It is this sentiment 
widely spread that is robbing the federal 
courts of popular respect and breeding 
among the people the most dangerous 
forces. 

The democratic party did not make 
this usurpation an issue a day 
too socn. Last fhll, when its 
purport and importance were but 
dimly understood and conceived by 
the public, it was an easy matter fon 
the conspirators against the people to 
' bring the charge that the democrats 
_ were engaged in attacking the courts. 
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As a matter of course the democrats 
were doing no such thing. The courts, 
the judicial tribunals of the land, are 
safe from attack by any partisan body. 
But when weak, or narrow minded, or 
partisan or corrupt judges go beyond 
their jurisdiction to usurp executive 
power and to attack the rights of the 
people the time has arrived to defena 
the rights of the people. 

The democratic party is not attacking 

the courts, but it is defending the rights 
of the people and the rights from the 
usurpations of judges who are doing vio- 
lence to the institutions which are the 
basis of the republic. As a matter of 
course this usurpation of jurisdiction and 
power finds enthusiastic defenders— 
some of them respectable men. But this 
is not surprising. From the establish- 
ment of the republic down to the present 
day no form of federal usurpation, no 
matter how special or sinister, has failed 
to find defenders and supporters. In the 
beginning there was a large and respect- 
composed mainly of large 
property owners, who were opposed to 
the republic itself and who did every- 
thing in their power to maintain British 
rule in the eclonies. 
Since that time what is known as 
respectability’’ has figured as often 
against the rights of the people as it 
has favored them. Jefferson was de- 
nouneed as an and a reyolu- 
tionist and terms of denuncia- 
tion were applied to Andrew Jackson ip 
his day than have ever been employed 
against any leading democrat since.

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A Bloody Bullet. 

If the ultimate aim of military sclence 
is to render war so deadly that nations 
cannot afford to engage in the bloody 
traffic without fearful slaughter there is 
perhaps some warrant for the’ghastly in- 
struments of death which are daily forc- 
ing their way into public notice and 
philanthropic minds can safely indulge 
in visions of universal peace, 

But even this sublime prospect fails 
apparently to justify some of the brutal 
devices of modern ingenuity. 

For examp!e, one of the latest inven- 
tions designed to increase the fatality 
of war is in the nature of a bullet which 
acts like a punch in passing through the 
body. As it enters the flesh® it makes 
only a small round hole about the size 
of a pea, but on emerging from the op- 
posite side it makes a ragged opening 
some two or three inches in diameter. 
While this savage instrument of death 
and torturé dces not come exactly under 
the head of what is known in military 

. Science as an explosive, it is hardly 
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cruel to employ its use in hostile opera- 
tions, as no victim who ever once re- 
ceived a wound from such a bullet could 
possibly recover unless injured on the 
extremity of some limb. In the use of 
such bullets there seems to be some- 
thing cowardly, mean and unfair, and 
to the average mind they are even more 
repugnant than the monster guns which 
are designed to wipe out vast armies. 
Whether or not this deadly bullet has 
been brought to the attention of our 
war department does not appear from 
the meager information which has come 
to hand, but if recent dispatches from 
abroad can be relied upon, Great Britain 
is deeply impressed with the advantages 
of this new bullet and there is strong 
probability that she may yet be con- 
strained to adopt ft. 


Shall Hawaii Be Admitted? 

When congress réassembles in De 
cember the question of annexing Hawali 
to the United States will come up for 
consideration, and, naturally, in advance 
of the meeting of congress, there exists 
in the public mind some curiosity to 
know what action our national law-mak- 
ers will take in the matter. 

Of course much depends upon the in- 
formation which the congressmen now 
visiting Hawali bring back to this coun- 
try. 

There can be no doubt of the fact that 
Hawaii is anxious to become a part of 
the United States, as the manner in 
which the proposed treaty of annexation 
Was ratified some time ago abundantly 
shows. Whatever opposition there may 
be to annexation exists only among the 
few loyal followers of the deposed queen 
and some few speculators who believe 
that the present order of things is more 
conducive to their selfish interests. So 
far as the great body of the white people 
of Hawaii are concerned, they are over- 
whelmingly in favor of coming under 
the jurisdiction of the stars and stripes. 

As most of our readers know, the Ha- 
Waiian islands are located some two 
thousand miles out in the Pacific ocean, 
and while this distance is regarded by 
some as a barrier to effectual annexa- 
tion, others contend that from a strat- 
egic point of view it is absolutely essen- 
tial that the islands should be annexed 
regardless of distance. Of course the rel- 
ative strength of these arguments will 
be strongly tested by congress at its 
approaching session, when the details of 
the proposed measure of annexation will 
come up for consideration.

In their annual repcert the railrood com- 
sioners make a pretty vigorous kick over 
their lack of power to enforce their own 
orders. They suggest that they are coming 
in conflict with the courts and getting the 
worst of the fight. In reference to this the 
commissioners gay: 


“Since our last annual repert suits have 
been instituted against the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company. in two depot cases, 
to-wit: at Americus and Forsyth. In both 
of these cases the commission had deter- 
mined that new passenger depots were nec- 
essary, and ,ordered the construction of 
the same. id railway company refused 
to obey these orders, and instead undertook 
to make such repairs as it thoughr fit at 
those stations, which were not accepted 
by the commission as a compliance with 
its order. The attorney general was there- 
fore directed to Institute suits in each 
case for the penalty provided by law. The 
railway company has filed a demurrer at- 
tacking the validity of the act authorizing 
this commission to require the construc- 
tion of depots on the following grounds:

TO TALK FUSION 


Long Hairec Populist from Hart Visits 
Angier and Johnson. 


YANCEY TO RUN FOR GOVERNOR 


He Will Represent the Republicans 
and the Populists. ; 


THE REPUBLICAN LEADERS FAVOR FUSION 


They Want To Combine with Carter 
and Beat the Democrats—Car- 
ter To Come Aain Soon. 


Fusion is to be the result of a movement 
that has just been started by certain mem- 
bers of the populist and republican parties. 

On the apex of the political condition re- 
sulting frcm fusion, Yancey Carter expects 
to ride into the gubernatorial chair of 
Georgia. 

The famous Hart county populist was in 
Atlanta yesterday morning. He came here 
and consulted with both United States Mar- 
shal Johnson and District Attorney Angier. 
The result of his conference is unknown. 
Carter claimed that he came here to stop 
indictments against certain citizens of his 


community for acts that were justifiable

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placed on regular patrol duty; and 
more the burglar began operations. 

For the past month he has entered two 
or three stores nearly every night. It 
seems impossible for the police to eatch 
him, and atits meeting Monday the board 
of police commissioners decided to make 
the secret service a permanent affair. 

The operations of this mysterious bur- 
glar are so bold and yet so cunning that 
he deserves a special notice, and on ac- 
count of his nightly manipulations, is of 
considerable interest. 

In the first place, the police disagree as 
to whether ornot there is only one thief or 
an organized gang of thieves; but the facts 
would seem to indicate that only one per- 
son has done all the stealing. The bur- 
glar scorns toprowl around in dark alleys 
where he woud have to fumble at back 
doors. He goes up boidly to a front door 
and prizes it open, and does it often 
uider the bright glare of an electric light. 

He has invarfably used the same instru- 
ment to force the doors open. It is a chisel 
which he inserts between the doors and 
prizes oper the lock, sometimes breaking 
it. This has caused some of the police, 
with a spice of humor, to make such re- 
marks as: ‘“‘He is chiseling the people 
out of their cash?’ or, “It is a cold steal.’’ 

There is another very striking feature 
about the burglar: He doesn’t waste his 
time in operating on smal! stores in the 
outskirts of the city, but he tackles the 
business houses it the very heart of At- 
lanta. 

He believes strictly in cash transactions, 
and never takes anything but money. When 
he enters a gtore he goes at once to the 
cash drawer and helps himself to what 
change he finds. 

Then, again, he follows behind the pa- 
trolman on the beat where he operates, 
for in many instanes he has been Known 
to break into a storeonly five minutes after 
the policeman had passed there and exam- 
ined the doors. 

It is not infrequently the case that he 
breaks into two or three stores adjoining 
each other, not wishing to lose any time 
in walking too great a distance. 

In one instance he was ahead of the po- 
lice, an oversight of rhich he is not often 
guilty. Two of the secret serv.ce men 
watched @ store for three or four hours, 
and when they at last examined the door 
they discovered that t& store had already 
been burglarized, 

The burglar so far has made a good liv- 
ing out of his hauls. It is estimated that 
he gets on an average of $10 or $15 a night 
when he is in good trim Sometimes he is

disgusted when he finds only a few cents | 


in cash in the drawer, but he is not long 
discouraged, for he soon makes up the de- 
ficit at the next place he visits. 

Most of the work dong by this rogue is 
about 11 o’clock at night It {is a part of 
his programme to select the early hours 
of the night, so if any citizen passing his 
way sees him going into *r coming out of 
a store he will be mistaken for a clerk or 
the proprietor, and will not be molested. 

The police can hardly be blamed for not 
apprehending the mysterious thief, for the 
manner in which he carries on his bus- 
iness makes it impossible for a 
patrolman who has several | locks to patrol 
to see him. It would be nec ssary to have 
a policeman on every bloc! t capture him. 

Now, the question arises wth the police 
department: What must b- ‘tone to stop 
the mysterious burglar be:o » the entire 
business portion of the city i:..t hig mercy? 
One answer to this is a suggestion to the 
merchants to more securely fasten their 
doors. Many of the stores &:e -o carelessiy 
locked that any one can pus, them open.

“One little thief cannot .oniqnue to 
thwart the whole police depar.ment force 
of Atlanta.

Chairman Rice, of the special 
tee on annexation, will submit 4 report 
recommencing that the municipality be 
extended to include the proposed eighth 
ward on the north side, and Pittsburg, 
Bellwood and Reynoldstown. 

It is probabie the whole city will be re- 
districted. 

Eight wards will be made. The 
present wards will be dispensed 
with and new lines adjusted all over the 
city so as to equalize taxation and popu- 
lation, with four wards on each side. The 
present division by the railroads may also 
be with.

The proposed addition in territory will 
increase the population of the city be- 
tween 7,00 ‘and 8,000 according to ‘the 
estimate of Mr. Rice. Bellwood, Pitis- 
burg and Reynoldstown are all thickly 
populated, as well as portions of north 
Atlanta. City ‘Engineer Clayton is now 
drawing maps of the new territory and 
will submit them to council at next Ses- 
sion.

The annexation committee was to have 
held a meeting at the city hall yesterday 
morning, but the absence of several mem- 
bers from the city, and the detention of 
others for various reasons, prevented. 
Mayor Collier, Chairman Rice and En- 
gineer Clayton, however, drove out to 
Pittsburg to inspect that section for an- 
nexation purposes. 

They visited the entire 
and were very much impressed with the 
idea that that locality ought to be 
brought into the fold. The lines, however, 
will not include the colored portions of 
Pittsburg, taking in only about 150 acres. 
Mayor Collier says he sees no reason why 
these localities should not be admitted. . 

There may be some stout objection, 
though, from some of the residents of 
north Atlanta—the same residents who 
kicked so threateningly when Alderman 
Rice first sprung his eighth ward scheme 
on the public. A few, it is said, will never 
consent to come in except under certain 
conditions. They want the uniformity of 
the city line preserved, and say that if 
north Atlanta is taken in the circle should 
be enlarged so that all other suburbs may 
be admitted also. 

Greater Atlanta scheme may have 
some appeasing effect on the eighth ward- 
ers. The majority of the citizens in the 
other localities are heartily in favor of 
moving inside. Innumerable petitions have 
been sent to councilmen requesting that 
some movement be started whereby they 
might become citizens of Atlanta.

that fates are always too high and from 
that of the railroads, that rates are al- 
ways too low. Between these extremes it 
becomes the duty of a railroad commis- 
sion to find the measure of just and reason- 
able rates to all parties concerned, taking 
into consideration all the circumstances 
and environments, and to establish and 
maintain the same. 


Rights of the People. 
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“After having ascerta'ned the amount of | 


revenue necessary to pay fixed charges 
on investments safely and properly made. 
and operating expenses honestly and eco- 
nomically expended, the duty which then 
confronts a commission is that of making 
a distribution. of the whole tariff upon 
the various classes and commodities in 
such relative proportions as will be just 
to all; and when successfully performed, 
the problem of fixing just and reasonable 
rates bas been solved. 

“No exact or arbitrary rule can be laid 
down for fixing a just and reasonable 
rate on a given article. In doing so the 
value Of such article is not .per a con- 
trolling element, furtHer than relates to 
risk of damage, which is small, and may 
be offset by insurance Valve figures large 
ly when the proportion of the whole tariff 
that a cOmmodity can justly bear is being 
cor sidered; but as to the actual of 
trapsportation it has no relation, It costs 
but little, if any, more to haul a car of 
cotton worth $150 per ton than to haul 
car of low-grade ore, worth probably 
per ion, or Yet Lo charge ore 
for the transportation of cotton would be 
ridiculous, and the eotton rate applied to 
the ore Wculd be prohibitory. Nor can the 
value of service rendered to the shipper 
in carrying a shipment be taken alone 
a basis for fixing a proper rate tor 
transportation. The value of the service 
rendered in shipping a vehicle set up is no 
greater than if shipped knocked down an‘ 
nor if furniture is shipped set up 
than when krocked down and wrapped. In 
each the value of transportation is 
the same to the shipper, and yet it would 
be absurd to contend that on these 
articles should be the same, regardless of 
these different conditions. 

The Question of Freight. 
is impossible, ascertain 
of One ciass 
freight, or a shipment—iis pro- 
portion of the running the train 
that carries it; of maintenance of road-bed, 
track and equipment; its proportion of ex- 
pense of general] and local offices, and of 
the innumerable other items of expense 
met with throughout the cntire range ol 
railroad operation. And even if the cost 
of transportation could be ascertained, it 
would furnish no fixed rule for ascertaining 
a proper rate; for in that case sand would 
be assessed the same goods, and 
perhaps mére. 

“A gfyen commodity can unquestionably 
be moved at a much eost per hun- 
dred pounds in large than in smali volume, 
but the fact that roads move a large vol- 
ume of a certain traffic, instead of render- 
ing a reduced rate proper and necessary, 
might present the strongest reason why 
the rate on that should not be re- 
duced. While the rate might be considera 
bly lowered and yet yield a profir abov:: 
the cost of transportation, it might be tha‘ 
this particlar class would cons(‘tute sucn 
a large propertion of the entire business 
enjoved by the roads that a reduction 
would bring theif income down below the 
cost of operation. In addition, the prepor:- 
derance of certain freights would seem 
io indicate thi the existing rates were 
being borne by such commodities withou 
injury to the ijadustries which produced 
them. Thus it tprears that while increased 
volume may decrease the trans- 
portation, it docs not necessarily demand 
or justify a redueed rate in all cases. 


Sone Comparisons. 

“Tt may be cmtended that it is unjust to 
fix verv low on some articies, and 
meke up the ueiciency by higher rates on 
erticles tht are not more expensive 
Thisis answered by the weii- 
known fact that urless certain 
freight erjyoy vey low rates they 
be brought into farket at all, because cheir 
selling price wiilnot admit of it. If shut 
cstate’s industrial prosperity would 
b= damaged. andthe revenue which they 
contribute to the teeds, being cut offi, Must 
be placed upon surviving shippers, with it- 
jury to all and bet fit to none. 

“Wiile computitons of rates on 

Sainme or different irtictes In otner sections 
of the country may be of some service in 
Geierraining the poper rate on a §.veu 
class in this state, the shippers and ra.l- 
ross in the various sections have different 
environments, diffetent conditions, differ- 
ent necessities; andit might be as unjust 
to require uw railroad in this state to haul 
a certain orticlk: atthe same rate as that 
which is churged inlIowa, as tO require a 
Georgia tarmer to produce corn or pork 
at the sare price at which it is produced 
by thé farmer in loa. 
“It is as impossible to lay down an in- 
fexible rule by which to maKe a just and 
reasonatic rate, as it thould be to make (ie 
conditions arid epvirmments of all rail- 
roads the same. This commission, recog- 
nizing this fact since is organization to tle 
present time, has mad different rates for 
different roads, taking into consideration 
their several earning capacities, and the 
different environments of each, so as to 
allow each of them an opportunity to earn 
sufficient revenue to @& least pay fixed 
charges on legitimate capitalization, and 
overating expenses of aj economical man- 
asement; and when it isshown that a pro- 
posed yeduction in a rate would reduce the 
revenues of the roads tklow the amount 
necessarily incurred by fich capitalization 
and mntagement, the cOnmission has de- 
clined to grant such rediuttion. 


Rule Works Boh Ways. 

“But were the commiSion disposed to 
make a ruling requiring areduction of this 
character, it is by no Mans clear that 
such ruling could be enf@ced, under the 
dec’sions of the courts. If a case involv- 
ing the legality of a rate ptescribed by the 
railroxnd commission of California, Judge 
Joseph McKenna, late jud® of the United 
States cireuit court for th ninth circuit, 
and now attorney general ¢ the United 
States, held: ‘That rates forraijroad traus- 
portation are not alone unresonable when 
they amount to practical e@fiseation, nor 
necessarily reasonable whet they allow 
any dividend, however smal; but a rail- 
road company is entitied to be reimbursed 
its charges and expenses. aid to rece.ve 
besides, an adequate return upon invest- 
ment.’ 

“As previously intimated, fist and reas- 
onable rates can be approximted by tak- 
ing as a ‘basis the amount Of revenue that 
the roads are justly entitled toreceive, and 
then establishing such relativerates on tlie 
various classes of freight @ each can 
justly bear, in relation to th whole, so 
trat the tariff in the aggre@ae will pio- 
duce the revenue required. Tlerefore, to 
determine whether or not the rae on a cer- 
tain cemmodity is just and rea@nabie, so 
far as the shippers are concéned, is to 
asceréain whether, viewed in Ue light of 
all the circumstances, it bears ig just pro- 
portion of the common burden, assuming 
that the aggregate tariff is NOtexcéssive. 
So far as the railroads are concened, it is 
ty ascertain whether, taken in nnection 
with the entire turiff, it will pMduee the 
aniount of revenue which they ab entitled 
to receive 
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Justice to All. 

“A just and revsonable rate 15 jne that 
in chese respects dces justice to 4. parties 
concerned. If it be shown that the hads are 
not receiving a greater amount Ofrevenue 
than is right and proper, the quéesly of a 
just rate on a certain commodity, a-hange 
of which would materially affect tt. reve- 
nues of the roads, then becomes 4 Qestion 
of relative proportion; that is, wheter the 
existing rate o" such commodity is treater 
than it ein justiy bear, as compar@ with 
all others Jf so it must follow tha rates 
on some cther classes are too low, &iq the 
same should be increased when the Pt in 


| 


question Is reduced. If such is found not 
tu be the case, it must be admitied that 
the rates uucer consideration are.just and 
rea:onable. 

“From the reasons given it is clear that 
no fixed rule can be made to apply to the 
various commodities, hauied over the dif- 
ferent roads, in making rates for their 
transportation. The dissimilar circum- 
stances, such as gross and net receipis, 
value of railroad property, management— 
whether extravagant or economical— 
competition, future prospects, the necessi- 
tiles of business and the interests of the 
railways and the public, are additional e!e- 
ments not specifically referred to which 
enter into the making of rates, and all 
of which ought to be considered; but at 
last the conclusion reached may be at 
fault. For in the very nature of things 
theron can be no mathematical certainty 
here. The best that can be hoped for is 
the exercise of a wise discretion in deciding 
each case presented, according to its envi-

Capitalization. 

The commission the belief thet the 
capitalization of railroad corporations 
should te controlied by the state, and in 
dealing with the subject makes a somewhat 
novel proposition. Their report says, under 
the head of “Capitalization:” 

“There nr no adequate restraint placed 
unan railroad corporations in the issuance 
ot eteoekKs and bonds In this state. If an 
ovor-issue is made, which is frequently done 
for speculative purposes, this commission [s 
corfrorted by a dilamma with two horns 
It must either authorize rates sufficiently 
high to taeet the obligations thus created, 
or cnforee just and reasonable rates, made 
upon the basis of a legitimate capitaliza- 
tion, which would foree the road into the 
hands of a reeciver, with all attendant 
evils. In either this commission is 
bela respcnsible unjustly. Circumstanc.s 
which ore not of its making, and which are 
not onder its contre!, compel one or tne 
other of the conditions named. The inter- 
ests of the pcople and of the investors alike 
demand that issues of railroad securities 
sheuld be regulated by law. We have called 
attention to this subject in former reporis 
of this commission, and repeat the fellowirng 
extract from that for the year 1s8?2: 

‘In our opinion these quasi-pubiie cor- 
porations should be allowed to issue stoclis 
and bonds with such legal publicity and 
under such legal restraints as to protect 
the minority sharebo’Jers against over- 
issues, and the pub ic against vicious spec- 
ulation. The law should require that the 
principal offices of railroads invorporated by 
the laws of Georgia shall be located in the 
state; that the president and a majority 
of the board of directors shall be Georgia 
“itizens und residents; that a competent 
board shall make honest valuation of 
the railroads in the state, to be sworn to 
and filed with the scecretary of and 
to stand as the official standard for the is- 
suance of stocks and bonds by railreads in 
this staie in the future; that no stocks nor 
bonds shall be issucd by any railroad in- 
corporafed in this state without the certifi- 
cate of the secretary of state on them, un- 
der his seal of viving the valuation 
of said road, the amount of. said issue, 
and the amount «of ail tormer issues, as ap- 
pears on the ree office, and that 
any of stocks or in Violation 

the provisions of this law shaYl be null 
and void, with proper penalties against th 
president and board of directors for the vio- 
law.’

courts, especially if his shipment has been a 
small one. These conditions practically 
amount to immunity of the roads 
practice of denying the shipper his rig! 
“Put whether damaged or not, it 
right of the shipper to say what road shall 
“arry his freight; and the mere fact that 
he prefers a certain line is svufficicnt rea 
son for the freight being detivered to that 
line; and the law should require delivery to 
be made as directed by the shipper. Fre- 
quently railroads refuse to receive Sship- 
ments from connecting Lines at certain 
junction points, demanding that such 
shipments be delivered to them at another 
point, which would give them a longer 
hau!, utterly ignoring the rights of both 
shipper and connection. These practices 
vexatious and a serious impediment to com- 
merce, and are productive of no good to 
any one. By them the more powerful lines 
can foree business out of the hands of 
their weaker connections, by which 
petition is destroyed and the public 
to suffer loss and inconvenience. 
“The act of February 2&8, 1874, requires rail- 
ro2zds to switch off and deliver cars to con- 
necting lines at termini and intermediate 
points, and to transport goods by the route 
over which the same are consigned. Rule 
No. 32 of this commission, which has ref- 
erence to this subject, is based upon the 
act referred to. But said act Was passed 
prior to the creation of this commussion, 
and power to enforee the same has never 
been vested in the commission, in the opin- 
ion of a majority of its members. This is 
a board created by the general assembly for 
the specific purpeses named in the act of Is79 
and acts amendatory thereof, and its 
thority and jurisdiction are defined 
limited by said acts. The subject of 
interchange of freight between railroads, 
as set out in the act of 1874, was, not in- 
cluded in the provisions of said iis, and 
is, therefore, a subject 
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beyond the control 
and jurisdiction of this commission. 

“As we have stated in previous reports, 
there is pressing need for authority to reg- 
ulate this matter, that the public may be 
relieved from the onerous wrongs and vex- 
aticr.s to which they are now subject, and 
that the commerce of the state may neat 
be impeded; and to this end appropriate 
legislaticn is earnestly recommended. 


Erection and Location of Depots. 


‘Doubt has been expressed as to the ya- 
lidity of the amendatory act authorizing 
this commission to regulates the locaticn 
and to require the erection of depots, on 
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the ground that the title of said act does | 


not fully embrace the subject matter con- 
tained in the act itself. The law should b2 
s0 amended as to remove all doubt on that 
point. Additional power should be granted 
to require the construction of sidetracks. 
Almost as many cCmplaints reach this office 
of insufficiency of sidetracks, as of inade- 
quate depot ecceommodations. They are 
matters so closely connected that one of 
necessity calls for the other. If it is de- 
sirable and proper that railroads should be 
required to erect depots, ‘t is equally de- 
sirable and proper that they should be re- 
quired to provide ample sidetrack and 
other needed facilities at those depots. 
Enforcement of Orders. 

“We again call attention to the fact that 
a more speedy method of enforcing the or- 
ders of th’s commussion is necessary for 
the accomplishment of the good that was 
intended by its creation. In cases of diso- 
bedier ce to the rulings of the board, the 
only remedy is to sue for the penalties pre- 
scribed. These suits must take the usual 
course threugh the courts, and frequently 
it is vears before a final Gecision can be 
secured, Meantime the roads continue the 
practice complained of, and the people are 
forced to continue to bear the injustice. 

“This commission should be invested with 
authority to immediately sue out writs of 
mandamus and injunction to compel the 
ovservance of its decrees, If the roads at 
any t'me should think that justice had not 
been done them, they have resort to the 
courts. It would be no more unjust to 
peremptorily require a road to perfolm an 
act or to discontinue a practice adjudged 
by this commission to be unjust to the 
public, pending an adjudication of the mat- 
ter by the courts, than to require the pub- 
lic to endure the oppression put upon them 
by the railroads until a suit for penalty 
can drag its slow length throvgh ithe 
courts. ’

Corn Was en Weak and Lower—Oats 
o-8c Lower and Provisions Ehow- 
ed a Sharp Decline. 


Chicago, Octoher 12.—It was a day of 
liguidation in all the grain and provis:on 
markets. The government crop report was 
especially prominent. Weak cables and a 
large vis:ble decrease also affected wheat, 
which closed at a 14%@1+, decline. Corn 
lost 4c, oats %c and provisions. which had 
discouraging yellow fever news to contend 
with, declined 20c for perk, and 5@10c for 
lard and ribs. 

Wheat was quite weak at the opening, 
December, which closed yesterday at 91%@ 
Silce, started today at 90%@90%%c. The gov- 
ernment statement, in its October repért, 
that the estimate of area and condition of 
wheat was withheld pending special inves- 
tigation was given a very bearish construc- 
tion by the trade. Jt was taken as notice 
that the previous estimate of area was 
to be increased. This, and the weaker 
tone at Liverpool, which market opened 
%@%4d lower and the local decline in corn, 
made the trade bearish. Despite the weak- 
ness in Liverpool, the French’ markets 
were firmer, and there were indications of 
continued French buying at the seaboard. 
The northwestern receipts showed a mark- 
ed falling off. Duluth and Minneapolis re- 
ceived 1,167 cars, against 1,569 cars a week 
ago, and 1,433 cars the corresponding day 
last year. Notwithstanding the bearish 
temper of the trade, the market declined 
very slowly. It even soid up a trifle short- 
ly after the opening, December advancing 
to #%@9lc. By 11 o’clock it was selling 
around 90c. As the day advanced. however, 
it became decidedly unpleasant for holders 
of wheat. The Bradstreet’s statement 
showed an increase of 4,000,000 busheis in 
the world’s visible supply, where an in- 
crease of not over 3,000,000 was expected. 
This caused renewed selling, December de- 
clining to &$ ec under decidedly free lLqui- 
dation. The Liverpool] c.osing was “4d lower 
than yesterday, and the continental mar- 
kets, which had been strong at the out- 
set, closed at slight declines. There was 
nothing in the day’s record of the wheat 
movement to discourage .a holder. 
mary markets received 1,319,000 bushels, 
against 1,540,000 bushels a year ago. The 
Atlantic exports equaled 770,000 bushels. 
New York reported export engagements of 
S boat loads. After the effect of the 
BraJlsireet’s statement had been 
the tenor of the news seemed to change. 
There were dentals that the Argentine 
drought had been broken and renewals of 
the assertions of the damage by locusts. 
Very strong local buying attended these 
bullish reports, and a gradual recovery in 
prices ensued. December was bringing 90% 
at the ciose. 

Corn was very weak on account of the 
government crop report. This indicated a 
total yield of 1,328,000,000 busheis, or fully 
100,..u,000 bushels more than the trade had 
estimated it, and severe liquidation was the 
consequence. The shipping demand showed 
no improvement notwithstanding the break 
in prices. Liverpool cables were %@%4d 
lower, an additional depressing factor. Re- 
ceipts were 817 cars. There was a partial 
rally late in the session in sympathy with 
wheat. 

In oats the government report was the 
most influential feature, and was mainly 
reponsible for the decline in prices. A yield 
722,00,000 is expected, or 40,000,000 more 
indicated in September. That, to- 
with the weakness of wheat and 
caused a liberal selling by protes- 
sionals. Offerings were quite readily ab- 
sorbed. The market experienced a slight 
raliy when wheat.made its final recovery. 
Receipts were 427 cars. December ranged 
from 19% to 18%c, and closed 4sc lower 
at 19 bid. 

Provisions started strong in 
with an advance in hog prices. 
advance disappeared at once 
selling by English houses, who found it 
d.ficult to dispose of their offerings. Dis- 
couraging yellow fever news and the ex- 
trem«u weakness of the grain markeds 
caused the market to rule weak until near 
the close, when the price recovered.a little.

Atlanta, October 12.—There has been a 
great deal of liquidation both in wheat 
and corn today, the specuiat.ve demand 
has been poer and entirely inadequate to 
toke care of the offerings The firm ap- 
pearance of the wheat market yesterday 
in the face of the genera! rain gave hoid- 
ers encouragement, and the belief that 
the government report mig¢ht be bullish 
was a further cause that prevented them 
from liquidating freely yesterday, but as 
this report was not issued. and as the 
tendency of prices seemed downward this 
morning. in the absence of firm adv.ces 
from the other side, there was a general 
disposition to sell, which extended to scalp- 
ers and floor traders for short account.

The Collector’s Books Will Close Next 
Friday. 


THE PAYMENTS ARE FAR SHORT 


May Result in Reduced Appropriations 
for the Several Departments. 
The Figures. 


The books in the city tax collector’s of- 
fice will close rext Friday and those not 
a their toxes by that date wili be 

xed heavily for costs as well as being 
oa to unnecessary inconvenience. 

Real estate owners who do not settie Ly 
this time will be charged about %7 addi- 
ticrial for fi. fas, advertising of ssle and 
levyine. Besides the property will be sold 
at public auction to the highest bidder. 

The additional cost cn personal property 
will be about $1.50, irrespective of amount. 
If the taxes are orly 10 cents the costs wil 
be just the same. 

The returns so far have not been as 
large as was anticipated. The collectors 
calculated on taking in about $250,00 dur- 
ing this last payment, but only about half 
that amount has been collectef. 

This delinquency in payment is bound to 
cause trouble both to the taxpayers and to 
the collectors. The deficiency cannot possi- 
bly be paid in three days. The rush will be 
too great, and it will be impossible to ac- 
commodate all the people. Some, therefore, 
even who wish to pay before the books are 
closed, will likely be disapp¢inted. 

The clerks in the tax office will have their 
hands full from now on. The office will be 
thronged with delinguent taxpayers, and 
large sums will no doubt be collected each 
day. The total collection, however, is not 
expected to exceed $125,000. 

The collections for the entire year so far 
have fallen short of the fcalculazions of 
the officials. It was thought that fully $1,- 
(00,000 would be dumped into the city’s 
treasury, but the amount § far below that 
figure, the total collectiom amounting to 
only about $425,000. 

This may possibly resulf in a decreased 
appropriation for the comfMg year. Several 
departments may be reduged instead of be- 
ing raised. The outcomd@ cannot be told 
just yet, but the intentiog of several mem 
bers of the new council fo restore certain 
salaries may meet wit erious opposition 
from the treasury. 

The outlook, however, iq not discouraging. 
The taxes will be colledted. It is only a 
matter of time. If realjestate owners do 
not pay, their property wiil be sold to sat- 
isfy the city’s debt.

If the available 
and acceptable can cotld have been found 
yesterday he would now be receiver of au 
gold mine down in McDuffie and Wilkes 
counties, over which the lessees go> maar 
ing, and for which a receiver is eminently 
necessary. The attorneys and owners are 
now looking for a receiver and the order 
wil] doubtless be signed by Judge Lumpkin 
this “morning. 

In the eastern part of the state is situated 
a rich gold-bearing vein, about which three 
men are contending in the superior court. 


N&Athan Kaiser, Israel Henry Oppenheim 
and J. T. Tieinam. The former are resi- 
dents of Atlanta and the latter is a veteran 
of the gold fever that carried its thou- 
sands into California in 1849. He is a pict- 
turesque character, rugged and searred 
from exposures an@ mine work, having 
spent the majority of his life, as he claims, 
in gola mines. 

Several weeks ago the former gentlemen, 
represented by Attorneys Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips, filed) a bill in the superior court 
claiming that they owned an option for the 
purchase of a lot of gold land in McDuffie 
and Wilkes counties and that they should 
have the title free of any cioud brought 
upon it by the claim of Tieinam, whom 
they declared not to have any interest in 
the property, although he vlaimed to hold 
a one-third interest. ‘f_he bill showed that 
Kaiser and Oppenheim had advanced large 
sums of money for the development of the 
mine and had paid Tieinam a salary to op- 
erate the mine. They declared that Tiei- 
nam was not an expert and that he was 
not entitled to any interest in the property. 

Mr. Kaiser showed that he had been ap- 
proached by Tieinam, who had disclosed the 
location of the go!d mine to him and had 
asked for financial atid in developing the 
mine. Kaiser says the mingis not as valu- 
able as Tieinam claimed and that Tieinam 
has been more in the way than he has been 
of service to them. They asked that he be 
restrained from operating the mine, claim- 
ing that he had tacked up notices about the 
place warning everybody to keep off, and 
had taken the rope out and allowed the 
mine to fill! with water. 

Tieinam filed an answer and cross peti- 
tion, asking for an injunetion against the 
plaintiffs, clafming they had entered tnto a 
scheme to defraud him of his interest in the 
property.

two indepemlient railway lines. Twenty 
miles of the road have already been com- 
pleted, and daily trains now run § from 
Bainbridge to Colquitt. Those behind the 
movement have ample capital, and 
the extension to Dawson is now an 
assured fact. The road will open up a 
fine strip of timber and farming country. 
It will be a great benefit to this city.

At 7:30 o’clock Monday night the meet- 
ing will be called to order and an unusual- 
ly interesting programme will be carried 
out. ‘Mayor C. A. ColHer will deliver the 
address of welcome to Atlanta and Thomas 
J. Jeffries will deliver the address of wel- 
come in behalf of the Red Men of Atlanta, 

Great Incohonee Daniel will be introduced 
by Ed White, Jr., the great sachem of 
Georgia, and will deliver an address on the 
Improved Order of Red Men, its origin and 
history. 

Mr. Conley, the great chief of records, 
will then deliver an address on the princi- 
ples of Redmanship. It is probable that 
other speakers will also be héard from.
